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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Most of the tables in this publication have been prepared entirely on a monthly 
basis, to provide easy comparison of data. With a few exceptions, annual and quarterly 
figures are expressed as Monthly Averages, and these can be converted to actual totals 
by multiplying by 12 and 3 respectively. 


For example (from page 3 opposite): 
Marriages in year 1959 - 
Monthly average 551 
Therefore Annual total = 12 X 551 = 6,612 
(Actual figure is 6,614) 


Births in March quarter 1960 - 
Monthly average 1,742 
Therefore quarterly total = 3 X 1,742 = 5,226 
(Actual figure is 5,225) 


The statistics as published can be adapted to give information in a number of 
different forms. For instance - 


(1) Details can be obtained for calendar or financial years as required, by addition 
of figures for the four relevant quarters. 


(2) Progress total for the year to date can be obtained by adding totals of quarters 
and months. 


eeg If May figures are the latest published, total for the 5 months to May = 
3 X monthly average of March quarter + April and May. 


This procedure can be used to calculate corresponding figures for the same period 
of the previous two years, or similar information on a financial year basis. 


Details of production on pages 8 -—11 are for selected items only. Particulars 
for several commodities of considerable importance in this State have been withheld 
because publication would reveal confidential information.

20. : CONSUMER PRICE INDEX 


For current statistical purposes, the Consumer Price Index replaces both the "Cc" 
Series and the Interim Retail Price Indexes. This title is adopted in conformity with 
world trends in naming indexes of retail prices (including prices of services, 
accommodation etc.) paid by consumers, and wherein these prises are weighted according 
to patterns of consumption. "Retail" or "consumer" price indexes measure the degree of 
change in "price" only. They may indicate the proportionate change in the cost of a 
defined standard of living, but they do not measure the cost of living itself nor the 
money cost of changes in the standard of living. 


The list of items used in compiling this index has been expanded to include home 
ownership, weekly payments for houses let by State Housing Authorities, major house- 
hold appliances (such as refrigerators, washing machines and television sets), private 
motoring, beer and other additional items.
